names by ballot, HS in the case of jurors in 
State Courts. A United States jury thus 
summoned by certain United States Mar- 
shals, and charged by a Judge, more solicit- 
ous for tbe rendition of fugitive slaves, than 
for the liberties of the people, would not be 
a safe depository of power.

Tho London Olobfc snys that li dispntclies 


liavo beori received nt the Admiraity from 
Commander McCliirpi who sailed in Dec., 
1849, in search of Sir John Franklin, in H. 
M. S. resolute, on the sumo mission. 
We 


regret to say that no traces toward success 
in the main object, of their mission have been 
discovered ; but we have been favored with 
a communication of a letter from Command- 
er McCluns. dated H. M. S. Investigator, 
Hay of ,Mercy, Baring's Island. April, "l853, 
which announces his st.tcces.-t in uccomplish- 
ini: tho long problematical enterprise of the 
North-Western Passage. 
The gallant wri- 


ter states that during tho winter of 1850 his 
vessel wintered in pack, without sustaining 
liny damage, (and, surprising to say, ho has 
to report tho same result nt, the end of the 
third winter, and without the loss of asingle 
tmm of her crew) in the frozen waters call- 
ed Prince, of Wale's strait, and communica- 
ting with Harrow's*, as he ascertained on Oct. 
iid'.of that year. In Jnly,l851, ho states : Sucli 
it body ot'ico came down upon us with a srong 
east wind, and s«;t the VUSJ-B! so far to the 
south, that wo determined to attempt a pas- 
sage by tho east end of the' dirts of Banks 
Land, forming the north entrance of the largo 
islands under which we now urn. 
The dif- 


ficulties and dangers of this passage may be 
estimated from his statement that the ice- 
iloes enconnturod moasured from forty-five 
to seventy feet beneath tho water, and only 
six or seven above. It is interesting to learn 
that the inhabitants liuvo been discovered 
further northward than known previously, 
at \Vollaston and Victoria Lands, and north- 
ward still on the tract designated MS Prince 
Albert's Lands, These were found exceed- 
ingly Kind and friendly, and great quantities 
of copper were found, apparently in a very 
pure state. This metal is used by the natives 
for edging their weapons, ifec., but they ap- 
peared to bo amused at seeing pieces of it 
picked up by the crews, its possessing value. 
In April, 185~, Commander McClure went 
to Melville Island on sledges, expecting to 
lind there one of Captain Austin's vessels, or 
at all events, a store of provisions; but was 
disappointed to find only a notice leflby Lieut. 
iMcCliiituck, say in" where provisions wore, 
and jiiviug ihu position of l;)mir ships. Jt was 
inferred that the .search was Stipposed to be 
abandoned, and no other vessels expected to 
have come thus far. 
Since October, 
1851, 


tho crew of the Investigator is stute.d to have 
been put on two-thirds allowance — half a 
pound of meat per diem in a climato where 
their commander states tliey could readily 
have cosnmed four. 
On tho hills adjacent 


to ihu bay from which tho letter is dated, 
largo numbers ofdeer and other giime have 
been found, which must have contributed a 
welcome relief from the short commons of 
the previous polar sojourn. The only por- 
lion of Ciiptaiti fvcllett'.s letters with which 
we arts, as yet, made acquainted, la the brief 
notice diiteil Melvillo Island, 7th May, that 
' iMcClnro had joined about it fortnight, all 
well, btir, ha'f starved.' I'YomCapt, McCluro's 
own letters it appears that ho had already 
detached some of his crew to return home 
by Uaflin's Hay, and a small party by the 
iYhtekeir/.ie."
